Dept message July 21 sent all addressees concerning basic US 
position on Berlin foreehadovje major steps which we will be 
urging our allies to take to strengthen defense posture of 
Alliance. We expect shortly to be presenting to all NATO 
allies somewhat more concrefca measures In military field which 
wa believe necessary. These have already been presented to 
British, French and Germans and will be subject forthcoming 
Four Power discussions in Paris. 

Major US effort in period immediately ahead will be concentrated 
on encouraging our allies to take these urgent military steps 
made necessary by Eerlln situation. These measures closely 
parallel measures which we have been encouraging in longer-range 
NATO strategy discussions in NATO, and would result in basic 
and lasting improvement in NATO's non-nuclear posture. In fact, 
measures we are proposing in context Berlin program will help 
us meet most objectives of NATO exercise, with Berlin situation 
acting as better stimulant to action than was case with 
longer-range NATO exercise. latter had become somewhat bogged 
down in conceptual and semantic controversy which we consider 
desirable to avoid. 

US therefore believes our efforts, both bilaterally and in NAC, 
should now be concentrating on basic measures to build up NATO 
non-nuclear forces required in Berlin program. While we should 
give first priority now to our proposale for force Improvement 
in Berlin context, NATO strategy exercise should by no means 
be abandoned, but should proceed at slower pace. This approach 
ha* added advantage of giving US required time to work out 
internally its own views on specifics of longer-term NATO force 
objectives. V 
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
